Departmental Changes 
Reference was made by Sir Frederick 
to recent improvements and changes in 
respect to the administration of the mil- 
itia of Canada. The establishment ot 
the militia entiuol be regarded as a dis- 
tinct advantage. This was inaugurat- 
ed last November, and instead of having 
generals from Great Britain to manage 
tilings, the heads of the four principal 
deuurtments would meet with the minis- 
ter, the deputy minister and the finance 
member of the council lit least once ev- 
en- two weeks. By tliis means the work 
is attended to with despatch. 

Amongst the new rtepartnicnts organ- 
ized during the last few years are the 
intelligence department, the engineer- 
ing, ordnance and army service corps and 
medical service. The pension law 111 
connection with the department of mili- 
tia provides a competency to a man 
who has passed his best years in the 
service. Limits have been arranged 
i,, ii,,. tenure of commands, higher edu- 
cational standards for otlicers created, 
and ohms for attending the staff colleges 
in England have been arranged. lo 
further create the military spirit and im- 
prove the young men, a school ot mus- 
ketry has been established, as well as a 
school of gunnery iw Quebec, and ritle 
associations are encouraged all over the 
country. ' 

No Conscription 

Though opposed to conscription, Sir 
Frederick favors the idea of young men 
between the ages of 18 and 21 being 
given three annual trainings in the mili- 
tia. The advantages of this plan are 
that the voting men at thill age have 
not begun the serious business of life and 
would not be withdrawn from useful in- 
dustry.

According to the Montreal Star, 
there is to be still another advance 
In the price of shoes. Owing to the 
increased cost to the manufacturers of I 
leather, and In fact of everything that | 
goes Into a shoe, they have found It 
necessary to raise their prices. Mr. 
Albert Linton, of the Linton Co., said 
In answer to a question on the sub- j 
ject: "The tanner is paying more for' 
his hides, and we are paying him 
more for our leather. We have also! 
to give more for the stutl of the lin- 
ings, and for everything that enters I 
Into the make-up of our goods. To 
keep things balanced, therefore, we: 
Have to raise our prices. There was I 
a slight advance about a month or six I 
weeks ago. but now that our travelers! 
are starting out with the spring goods,! 
we have found it necessary to make a 
further increase, which runs from 15 
lo cents on the pair of shoes." 

"Is this advance in prices being 
made by all the manufacturers'.'" 

"Yes, so far as 1 can understand, it 
is. They are forced to do so or run: 
at a loss. This is true of the makers 
in tne United States "s well us in 
the Dominion, for the price of leather; 
has Increased there also." I 

Mr. .James Holden, of the Ames, 
Holden Co., gave the same testimony. 
That tlrm, too, has found it necessary 
to raise prices on account of the rise 
in leather.

London, Sept. 19.— The Dally Mirror 
publishes a statement from Frltjof 
Nansen to the effect that the fortresses 
of the Konsvingor and Krederlcksten 
will retain their modern works, the 
other new fortresses being demolished.

About two weeks ago chief Engineer 
Hogihind of the Great Northern sys- 
tem, looked over that section which 
has been already surveyed, and after 
a thorough Investigation expressed 
himself as perfectly satisfied with the 
conditions. He believes that his com- 
pany will have no difficulty whatever 
In making a two per cent, grade In 
the worst parts.

During their stay In Winni- 
peg they learned much regarding the 
progress of the province, and hope to learn 
from personal observation what has been 
doue in the way of bringing the prairie 
lands under cultivation. 

The gentlemen were seen at the depot 
by a Free Press representative, who In- 
quired whether Mr. Burns would say any- 
thing prior to Jiis departure regarding his 
impressions of Winnipeg. 

"There are two matters to which I 
might refer," said the famous labor lead- 
er, promptly. "In the first place, 1 would 
like to suggest to that city that It might 
be wise to follow the example of London 
and set a limit, to the height of ItH new 
buildings. There are many reasons why 
It Is Inadvisable to erect buildings of a 
great height. Consider for one thing the 
insuperable difficulty under which a fire 
department would labor In the ease of a 
conflagration Involving such structures. 
The appearance of the street of a city as 
a whole must also be considered by every 
public spirited citizen, and no one could 
maintain that the symmetry and beauty of 
a city were advanced by the const nut Ion 
of a skyscraper. In New York there Is 
some excuse for this class of building. 
New York Is built on an Island, and there 
Is not possible room for the expansion of 
the downtown district. in a city like 
Winnipeg there Is no excuse fur the erec- 
tion of structures of this .-lass. The city 
of London was the first to take notion In 
this direction, the limit of London now be- 
ing fixed at eighty-six feet. The same fig- 
ure has been adopted, I believe, by the 
city of Chicago. I trust you will never 
build another skyscraper. 

"The other matter to which I might 
Vent-lire to call a 1 1 .-nt ion." Mr. Burns said, 
"Is t'ac projecting signs, which at the pres- 
ent time to some extent mar the appear- 
ance of one of the noblest business ave- 
nues In the world, A very large propor- 
tion of .vein- best rehaiits, 1 was glad 

to see, do net make use <,f a projecting 
sign. The removal of such signs would 
place all merchants on an equal footing In 
this regard, ami would add materially t„ 
the appearance of tie- city."

Minister, and he is undoubtedly the 
nblesl representative of tlie Liberal 
party. Ilis training has been severely 
practical, and with many personal quali- 
ties tn recommend him, he lias taken a 
position which has placed bim easily ill 
the lead as successor in Sir Wilfrid. 
Then we have Sir Predc-rirk Borden, 
minister of militia, who is here to in- 
spect our defences. Sir Krederiok is 
not a grout a. an. but be is without 
doubt an "etlteieul and zealous" head of 
a department tuul within his lights is do- 
ing his best to promote the Interests of 
the militia. Needless t ■ > say, the Col- 
onist does not agree with the policy he 
lias pursued, which is contrary to what 
we consider to have been the best for 
the country, but ll is vigorous and pos- 
sibly may turn out to be successful. In 
our opinion, and we think in the opinion 
of the best milituri authorities, the same 
amount of monej as a contribution to 
the Imperial authorities would have he n 
of creater advantage to Canada, but as 
to that there is. of course, room fur dis- 
cussion.

He 
could have had a. senatorshlp, he could 
have had a lieu tenant -governorship, 
he could have bad hard and faiit as- 
surances that be would receive the 
call to tin- premiership of the prov- 
ince of his choice, tlie probability ' la 
Unit he could have had a portfolio In 
tlie Dominion cabinet.

and they tire made with a force which 
would radicate their reliability, it will 
lie .Mr. Haultnin's duty to expose the 
corruptlonlsts who sought to purchase 
his loyalty to principle— he owes II to 
himself and to his country. 



lumber industry of British Columbia, 
and that Is why the addition of even 
80,000,000 feet would help them so 
materially, without being felt by the 
consumer. It Is the same with the 
objection to the lumber duty as with 
the objection to the maintenance of a 
duty on imported fruit. It in not the 
consumer, hut the middle man. who Is 
kicking. He has little stake ' In the 
country. He is a commission man, 
arid he sees his chance or malting 
more money out of the American than 
the home product. The Commission 
can hardly do other than repont In 
favor of the duty if they wish to up- 
hold the principle of protection." 

With reference to the fruit industry, 
tlie Tribune also remarks: "This 
morning In a brief session T. II. Mor- 
ley and Martin Burrell told the Com- 
missioners more about the fruit In- 
dustry of British Columbia than they 
ever heard before, and laid before 
trtem a most convincing case for the 
continuance of the present modest 
degree of protection. What the latter 
docs mot know about the fruit Industry 
Is not worth knowing, and his capacity 
for scholarly diction Is equal to his 
fund of information. lie was able to 
assure the Commission thai within 
Ave to ten .v. Mrs British Columbia 
would overtake tlie whole demand of 
Manitoba and the Northwest. Such 
an Industry, employing skilled labor, 
and requiring the Investment of con- 
siderable capital, was entitled to pro- 
tection if tiny industry is. and there is 
hardly any doubl that the present duty 
will stand. The interest and urbanity 
of the most important commission 
which ever sat ill this province has 
left a most favorable Impression on 
the community, and its visit cannot 
but inure tn tin- benefit of Kootenay." 



CHOSE THE BETTER PART. 

The most prominent figure in Cana- 
dian politics today is Fred W. G. Haul- 
tain, ex-premier of the Territories, and 
whatever the outcome of the elections 
in Saskatchewan may be. Ids name 
will stand as that of a public man 
who sacrificed personal advantage and 
political advancement to honest con- 
viction. In adhering tn his principles 
Willi respect to the educational clauses 
of the autonomy bills, Mr. Haultajji 
proved ids sincerity and the Inflexibil- 
ity of his position in a way which 
must win for him the admiration of 
all Canadians, even of those who differ 
from him in opinion. It is quite per- 
missible to suppose that he was aware 
of tlie danger he Incurred, in being 
ignored when the time for choosing a 
government leader arrived, when lie 
lo.de ins decided stand with the min- 
ority who advocated freedom io s. Iiool 
legislation for the new provln< es 
With his experience in the territorial 
legislature and Ins knowledge ul Lib- 
eral methods uf cerclng ii minority, 
he must have fully understood tin 
advantage lie would forego, but that 
knowledge failed to give pause to his 
mainly course ojf action. He saw his 
duty and stayed by its performance, 
regardless of the consequences to him- 
self. His reward should cone- to him 
when tie- ballots are counted, and 
doubtless it will. 

Rumors of temptations which beset 

Mr. Haultnin's path havi not I n 

wanting hi the past few months, and 
few will question that efforts were 
made by the Dominion government to 
gam his support. The Toronto World 
boldly charges Ottawa with attempts 
to purchase bis silence. He was 
tempted, says the World, as few men 
In Canada have been tempted. Of 
this no further proof is required than 
the bribes which were openly offen d 

to every public man who was in a 
position to smooth the way for the 
passage of the autonomy bills. Frank 
Oliver was in a position to embarrass 
the government at a critical moment, 
and he was promptly silenced with a 
portfolio. Walter Scott, M. P., had it 
in his power to Intensify Western 
feeling against the leg! ilatlon. He 
was pacified by assurances, since ful- 
filled, thai he would receive the call to 
the premiership of one of Ho prov- 
inces. To complete this detail uf the 
conspiracy, it became necessary to 
deal with Lieutenant-Governor For- 
get.

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The first session of the Tariff Com- 
mission, held at Nelson . .1 Friday and 
Saturday last, served to show that In 
regard to the three Industries In par- 
ticular, representatives of which pre- 
sented their respective cases to the 
Commission, there is indeed need of 
such tariff changes as will give these 
several industries assistance in such | 
form us will ensure their establish- 
ment on a much firmer basis than can 
be secured so long as they have to be 
carried on under existing conditions. 
Thai those directly interested in these 
industries are very much in earnest in 
their appeals for tariff changes is 
plainly evident, for they placed the 
position of each Industry represented 
before the Commission io much detail, 
ami. as well, bad present to support 
their views men from different parts 
of the Interior well qualified to ex- 
press opinions that were the result of 
years of experience in the respective 
businesses or interests whose claims 

they urged for th aislderatlon of 

the Commission. 1 111 the other hand.: 
ll was manifest thai the members of 
the Commission were determined to, 
obtain Information in such manner as 
shall admit of their coming to cun- 
clusions that will, in their view, best 
meet the circumstances of the situa- 
tion, for they asked questions ami 1 
criticized freely and generally showed 
an intelligent grasp of the various 
subjects brought to tln ir attention. 

The Impo-tance of tin- occasion hail 
by no means been lost sight of by the 
city of Nelson, which had, with due 
regard to its central an. I prominent 
position in tlie Kootenay. been chosen 
as the place for holding the first 
meeting of the Commission. The Nel- 
son Hoard of Trade had prepared a 
strong presentment of the position of 
the lead mining and smelting industry 
in British Columbia, and die argu- 
ments submitted to the Commission 
in this connection were strongly sup- 
ported by men prominent in both lead 
mining and lead smelting. In fact, 
there was but one dissentient .among 
those who appeared before the Com- 
mission. When it is pointed out that 
such men as Mr. James Cronin, man- 
ager of tie- biggest lead-producing 
mine in Canada; Mr. G, o. Buchanan, 
the official charged with the distribu- 
tion of the Dominion bounty on lead; 
.Mr. J. J. Campbell, manager of the 
Hall Mining & Smelting Company, 
Nelson; and .Mr T. W Bingay. ac- 
countant of the Canadian Smelting 
Works. Trail, the latter two repre- 
senting the smelters which treat the 
greater pari of I he lead ore produced 
in r.ritish Columbia -it w ill be seen | 
Dial the members of the Commission 
had before them men especially versed 
in the lead industry. Furl her. there j 
were Mr Leslie Hill, who spoke for! 
Ill,, "dry or." producers, who would 
ha\ •■ no market In the pro\ Ince for 
their ores If there w .-re no local lead 
anielt.-rs in operation, and Mr. J. L. 
Retallack, wle. represented the Kaslo 
it. .ai d of Trade, and who took a prom- | 
in, at part III the agitation that event-) 
ually resulted In the granting uf a 
bounty on had by the Federal legis- 
lature. 

The lumber Industry was also well 
represented. prominent lumbermen 
from Crow's Nest I'ass. Kamloops, 
Vancouver and .Nelson, besides a rep- 
resentative of tin- Feniie Board of 
Trade, appearing before tlie Commis- 
sion, and speaking in support of the 
report presented by one of their num- 
ber. On this question the Nelson 
Tribune remarks thai, "taking the 
lumber Industry first, it was clearly 
shown that American lumber to tlie 
extern of mi, a. in, 111.11 f e e| came Into the 
Northwest last year, whilst British 
Columbia mills were struggling for 
existence. Mr. Fielding was quick to 
point out that this only constituted 
one-tenth of tlie whole amount mar- 
keted west of the Great Lakes, and 
naively observed that the tariff Cram- 
ers thought they had scored a success 
if they secured 90 per cent, of the 
home market for any industry. Tlie 
obvious reply, just us promtply made 
by Mr. Watts, was that if 90 per cent, 
was good. Inn per cent, was better. 
If the object of the government Is to 
secure the Canadian market for Cana- 
dians, its object must logically be io 
seour" the whole of that market. The 
only objection to this reasonable 
j proposition is that as an axiom it 
must be limited by consideration of 
tin- cost to tic consumer. Mr. Watts

New York. Sept. 10.— It has been as
